When crisis comes, 
brotherly love is the bridge

I was in New York City when my 
Blackberry lit up with news from 
DeKalb, Illinois. Another campus 
tragedy. The Headquarters 
response was already in motion — staff 
unfortunately all too familiar with the 
drill from our experience at Virginia 
Tech, which went something like this: 

Contact the alumni and chapter 
officers. All members accounted for and 
safe. Identify those who had close friends 
injured — or worse — and brothers who 
witnessed the trauma. They would all 
need special attention. Professional 
counselors dispatched. Staff en route. 

Our crisis response plans helped, but 
as it was for everyone else, this was new 
territory. For the Headquarters staff in 
Richmond, they were our own children, 
neighbors and friends at Tech. I still have 
the chilling text messages exchanged with 
my daughter, in class at the time at 
Georgia, as I relayed information on her 



friends at Tech as news broke. She finally 
had to leave class. 

SigEp Administrative Coordinator 
Jan Brammer s SigEp son, Cameron 
Brammer, Virginia Tech '10, had been 
up late working on a project and was 
thankfully still asleep as the mayhem 
unfolded. Every one of us has a painful 
story from Tech. 

Regional Director Bryan Kaminski, 
Johns Hopkins '06, needed no 
direction — he was already on his way, 
arriving at the chapter house within 
hours of the massacre. He helped 
account for members, contacting parents 
and assembling support to maintain 
structure — they needed dinner, the cook 
wouldn't be coming in that night. 

He also helped in ways he couldn't 
anticipate. It wasn't in his job 
description, but he knew he had to be 
there. Then Tech closed. Did everyone 
have a way home or a place to go? 

Everyone on staff responded with an 
instinct guided by the Ritual itself: Love. 
Brotherly love. We all knew what to do.

As I drove to Blacksburg to be with the 
chapter the day school re-opened, I 
wondered about the parents of those 
students who weren't in fraternities or 
sororities.

Who did they have to talk to when 
they got the horrific news of friends 
senselessly gunned down? 

As we adjust to a climate of fear on 
college campuses, I have a new apprecia- 
tion for our role in men's lives: support 
and guidance as mentors; a living learn- 
ing environment that fosters personal 
and academic development and security; 
and learning to be leaders for their own 
communities. And we teach them to love. 

Brotherly love. It's our middle name. 
Phi, from the Greek, philia. It is that 
single power that eclipses everything we 
do to show appreciation to alumni who 
continue to volunteer. 

Every chapter experiences a brother in 
need — thrown off balance. I am proud 
that SigEp provides the environment to 
face those personal traumas, that we are 
quick to recognize the role of love as we 
help each other respond to individual or 
community crises. We quickly restore the 
environment conducive to personal and 
academic development. The vital 
component of brotherly love bridges the 
gap that no institution of higher 
education can provide.

■ The brothers transformed their bar into an academic lounge. 

■ The desire to improve academically and overall combined 
with a fundamental change in member priorities to strive for 
excellence has led to repurposing the room. 

■ Members of the house funded and executed the remodeling 
themselves, including generating money from recycling, house 
fines, and their own pockets. 

■ Brothers dismantled the bar and repainted the room. They 
primed and carpeted the floor and furnished the room with 
excess desks, chairs and tables obtained free from the university. 

■ The intent of the transformation is to put more emphasis on 
academics, help the house rise above a 3.0 GPA, and eventu- 
ally apply for a Residential Learning Community status. 

■ This transformation coincides with last semester's GPA of 
2.89, the highest in five years.

Georgia Alpha-Georgia Tech RLC 

■ Undergraduates moved back into their 34-man SigEp house 
in the heart of Georgia Tech's campus for the spring 2008 
semester. The 40-year-old facility was renovated at a cost of 
more than $2 million. 

■ Renovations include a wrap-around porch overlooking the 
Georgia Tech baseball stadium, new plumbing and electrical 
infrastructure, larger bathrooms, built-in lofts, a new Alumni 
Library, faculty fellow office, and a fully-stocked commercial 
kitchen and serving area. 

■ A common area features a 50-inch HD TV, projector and 
a 4500-watt sound system. 

■ The Residential Learning Community has three new 
computers, wireless internet and 
other academic resources. 

■ The back of the chapter room is 
decorated with a SigEp mural, 
recently completed as the Spring 
Sigma project. 






South Carolina Zeta-College of Charleston 

■ Nine brothers live in South Carolina Zeta's historic 
Charleston town house, which turns 150 years old this year. 

■ The "William Johnson House" was built in 1858 and has 
survived earthquakes, hurricanes and the Civil War. 

■ Standing a story above all of fraternity row, the chapter 
house is the most recently 
renovated and is commonly 
recognized as the most 
attractive fraternity house 
on campus. 

■ The Alumni and Volunteer 
Corporation is gathering funds 
to renovate the common floor 
of the house to add a study 
room/ computer lab and a 
president's library.

A record 78 chapters have achieved a GPA of 3.15 or above for 
the spring 2007 semester out of 229 reporting their grades to 
Headquarters by March 15, 2008. For the semester, 119 chapters 
can claim a GPA of 3.0 or better. Fifty-seven SigEp chapters rank 
first on their campus in grades and 82 are above the all-campus 
average. Unfortunately, 23 chapters fall below the 2.6 GPA 
baseline standard.

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Post-Workout nutrition needs 
attention to maintain energy levels

Early-bird > 
wonder why they find 
themselves making multiple 
coffee runs later in the day. 
They may not realize that it's 
not lack of sleep, but rather lack of 
proper post-workout refueling. 

According to NataHe Digate Muth, 
a registered dietitian and ACE-certified 
Personal Trainer who is pursuing a medi- 
cal degree, the need for recovery food or 
drink largely depends on the duration 
and intensity of the workout. "During 
lower-intensity or easier workouts, you 
don't need to worry too much about 
recovery and making sure that the mus- 
cles repair themselves," said Digate Muth. 

Monique Ryan, a licensed dietician 
and author oi Sports Nutrition for 
Endurance Athletes, however, notes that 
this shouldn't mean skipping breakfast. 
"If you're plain old hungry after a work- 
out, have an apple to curb the hunger," 
Ryan suggested. "It's not so crucial for 
fuel recovery, but for hunger, so you 
don't feel ravenous when you sit down 
for dinner." 

Rules of recovery 

People who exercise an hour or more, 
shouldn't wait too long to replace car- 
bohydrates. Research has shown that 
exercisers lose about 30 to 60 grams of 
carbohydrates per hour of training, de- 
pending on the intensity of the workout. 
The optimal window for the replenish- 
ment of carbohydrates into the cell is only 
about 1 5 to 30 minutes after a workout, 
then slows for the next two hours, slowing 
even more over the next 24 hours. Replac- 
ing lost carbohydrates ranks as a higher 
priority than replacing proteins. 

Ryan's guidance for recovery after an 
endurance workout calls for .5 grams of 



carbohydrates for every pound of body 
weight plus 1 to 15 grams of a high- 
quality protein from such sources as 
diary, chicken, fish, whey or soy protein. 

The American Dietetic Association 
recommends that endurance athletes 
consume about 0.67 grams of carbohy- 
drates per pound of body weight within 
30 minutes after exercise and again 
every two hours for up to six hours 
after the workout. Those focusing on 
strength-training require more protein, 
15 to 20 grams, and fewer carbohydrates 
for proper recovery. 

What's better for recovery: 
liquids or solids? 

Both foods and liquids work equally 
well for recovery. To ensure the right 
mix of carbohydrates and high-quality 
protein for recovery, mix your own 
drinks. A fruit and milk smoothie is 
nutritious and easy to make. Chocolate 
milk, a favorite of many children and 
adults, is yet another viable option. In 
fact, a study published in the Interna- 
tional Journal of Sports Nutrition and 
Exercise Metabolism found that chocolate 
milk was as effective as the more costly 
recovery drinks. 

For food choices, energy bars work 
well, but are not all created equal. Many 
high carbohydrate energy bars are too 
low in proteins. Ryan recommends a 
light snack, such as crackers or a piece 
of fruit for moderate intensity 
exercisers. For those working out at a 
higher intensity, a bagel half topped 
with peanut butter, a banana or other 



carbohydrate-rich breakfast foods are 
sound options. Low-calorie yogurt with 
a piece of fruit or a low- fat cheese stick 
and a glass of milk also help you refuel. 

Whatever your choice of food or 
beverage, the experts encourage the early 
birds to stick to their morning exercise 
routine. Research studies have long 
shown that exercise adherence tends to 
be better among exercisers who get their 
workout in before the many urgent tasks 
of the day get in the way. 




Post nutrition checklist 

• Eat breakfast. 

• Focus on replacing carbohydrates 
within 30 minutes of a vigorous 
worl<out. 

• Strength-training requires more 
protein for recovery. 

• Fruit and mill< smoothies and 
chocolate milk are good liquid 
recovery drinks. 

• Low-fat yogurt, fruit or a bagel 
with peanut butter are good 
food options.

For Kyle DeLapp, Colorado '10, the day promised to be a 
beachside escape from the commotion of being a senior 
in high school. But that easy-going atmosphere changed 
when DeLapp and a group of friends were drawn from 
playing Ultimate Frisbee by the cries of four children 
slowly drifting into deep water and unable to swim back. 

The safety flags along the beach warned against swimming 
that day because of possible riptides, but as DeLapp entered the 
water with two friends, that thought barely crossed his mind — 
he was a strong swimmer, with plenty of experience. However, 
as DeLapp reached the struggling children, he realized that they 
were farther from the shore than he had thought, and that the 
strong current heading out to sea could jeopardize the entire 
group. DeLapp and his friends towed the children toward the 
shore, each helping one child, with the fourth child, a little girl, 
paddling in DeLapp's wake. Eventually, the little girl also held 
onto DeLapp. The current had worn down her strength, and it 
had begun to wear on the rescuers, too. At that point, DeLapp 




and his friends were tiring, and in 
just as much danger as the children. 
"I don't know where it came from. 
Maybe it was just waiting to be 
unpacked, but there must have been 
some sort of reserve strength in me 
that allowed me to push through 
those thoughts of just letting them 
go. I learned that even if you think 
you're giving 100%, you always have 
that extra 10% deep down inside 
that you can tap into," DeLapp 
explained. As the group continued 
to push, they ultimately out-swam 
the dangerous current and arrived safely at shore. 

Last September, Kyle DeLapp was awarded the Carnegie Medal 
from the Carnegie Hero Fund Commission, an award that honors 
selfless acts of heroism, in recognition of his bravery and self- 
sacrifice that day at the beach. SigEp is fortunate to have him and 
his brother, JK DeLapp, Georgia '03, among it members.

Balancing act: Badger 
guard, musician, brother

The men at SigEp's Wisconsin- 
Madison chapter have done 
some extraordinary things: 
started businesses, invented 
new technologies, and even 
led political campaigns. One undergradu- 
ate stands out: he is about twice the size 
of most of his brothers, and he is one of 
the most musically gifted students on the 
Wisconsin-Madison campus. He plays 
guard for the Wisconsin Badger football 
team. Kenny Jones, '10, manages to 
impress everyone he meets as his talent, 
personality and astonishing work ethic 
shine through. 

Seven times during the fall, 80,000 fans 
pack the stands at Camp Randall Stadium, 
where the decibel levels shoot off the 
charts. Among these screaming, red-clad 
devotees are about 100 SigEps cheering 
on their brother, Kenny Jones, as well as 
their school. 




Jones has a daily schedule far beyond 
what a typical student endures. On 
Monday, he wakes up before the sun and 
heads across campus to the weight room 
for his morning regimen. There, he 
pumps iron for about an hour to make his 
tree-trunk-sized legs even more powerful. 
When he finishes his lift, he grabs a quick 
breakfast and rushes up Bascom Hill for 
his first class at 9 a.m. 

When his fourth class ends, Jones heads 
with his bass to the rehearsal room in the 
Music Hail, where he perfects his musical 
craft for an hour or so. At his rehearsal, 
Jones works with his mentor, world- 
renowned musician Richard Davis, who 
has taught Jones invaluable lessons about 
life and school, as well as playing the bass. 
To Jones, "working with Mr. Davis is as 
prestigious an honor as getting the 
opportunity to play varsity football in the 
Big Ten.

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Highland Games World Champion lifted 
himself out of adversity

Myles Wetzel, South Florida '82, graduated 
from high school at 6'4" and 120 pounds. The 
morning after graduation, Wetzel had a motorcycle 
accident and broke his femur for the second time. 
He spent 43 days in traction and several months in a body cast. He 
was forced to miss a year of school just learning to stand and walk 
again. After a lifetime of extreme thinness and several resulting 
injuries, Wetzel decided to make a change in his life. After begin- 
ning his college education a year late due to his injury, Wetzel 
joined the Florida Iota chapter of SigEp. Around the same time, he 
began lifting weights with his new Fraternity brother, John 
Potanovic, South Florida '82. 

Since then, Wetzel has gone on to win a national championship in 
drug-free power-lifting and body-building, just two of his many feats. 
He holds multiple state, national, and world records in events ranging 
from the dead-lift to the hand-grip. After achieving national recogni- 
tion and domination in power-lifting, he grew bored, until seeing the 
Highland Games on television. 

The Games consist of nine strength events, all performed in one 
day. He has competed in several Highland Games world champi- 
onships, and won about forty championships all over the country. 
One of his latest victories: the 2008 Masters World Champion in 
the Scottish Highland Games for his age group, 45-49. 

Although these accomplishments have taken tremendous physical 
discipline, the mental aspect of his feats is even more impressive. 
While others were out partying in college, Wetzel was on a mission. 
He has overcome numerous injuries, including two broken femurs and 
a broken foot. In fact, just 1 1 weeks after a torn rotator cuff on his 
throwing arm, he was dead-lifting 505 pounds and competed just over 
four months after the injury. He maintains his rigorous workout 
routine today. 

Since graduating, Wetzel has worked in the insurance industry and 
owned his own franchise in Tuscaloosa, Ala. According to Wetzel, he 
applies the same principles in business, sports, and everyday life. "You 
shoot for perfection each day and strive to hit the mark. You never 
actually reach perfection, but if you keep at it, you will make progress." 
Even with his tremendous power-lifting accomplishments, Wetzel 
maintains that his biggest accomplishment is his successful family life. 
At 48, he has been married for 18 years and has three children. Wetzel 
considers himself to be the luckiest SigEp ever and says he still has a 
burning desire to compete and improve. He said, "I love to challenge 
myself, and I love to win!"

During the most recent war in 
Iraq, internet blogs authored 
by American soldiers have 
given many at home a real- 
time glimpse of life "on the 
front lines. " Chris Missick, Cal State- 
Sacramento '03, was at the forefront of 
this movement with his blog, A Line in 
the Sand. 

Missick joined California Theta as a 
freshman and signed up for the Army 
Reserves in January 2001, while still an 
undergraduate. "I joined simply out of a 
desire to serve our country," he shared. 

Eventually Missick was deployed with 
the 319th Signal Battalion in support of 
Operation Iraqi Freedom in March 
2004. Missick's battalion maintained 
communications for Southern Iraq and 
Kuwait while stationed on the Iraqi/ 
Kuwaiti border. 

Missick was among the early generation 
of military bloggers when he began 
regularly updating A Line in the Sand 
shortly after his deployment. Missick's 
initial motivation was to keep an open 
line of communication with family and 



friends. A Line in the Sand quickly grew 
beyond its intended audience and gained 
a dedicated international readership. As a 
result, several major media outlets 
referenced A Line in the Sand during their 
coverage of the war in Iraq. The blog had 
become a credible information source. 

This coverage helped bring the blog to 
the attention of the History Channel, 
which contacted Missick to participate in 
their Band Of Bloggers documentary. 
Missick was one of the six servicemen 
profiled in the fast-paced, hour-long look 
at a variety of military bloggers. Band Of 
Bloggers originally aired in October 2007, 
on the History Channel, and the DVD 
can be purchased at ww^v.history.com. 

"With every segment, I was amazed at 
the strength of character of all the service 
members included in the documentary," 
Missick said. "To say it was humbling to 
be sandwiched between interviews with 
people I look up to, people I consider real 
heroes, is an understatement." 

After he finished serving in Iraq, 
Missick drove around the country for a 
month, visiting people who he met as a

He continues to volunteer his services 
for ^vww.webofsupport.com, a solider 
adoption program.

it comes to parenting and everyday life. 
Dwayne certainly has all the physical 
attributes of Joe Kingman, but more 
importantly, he also was able to play the 
comedy. It was clear that Dwayne was 
ready to embrace this character's moving 
journey and simultaneously have a lot of 
fun with him." 

In fact, Fickman describes his working 
relationship with The Rock as the same 
type of relationship that he has experi- 
enced in SigEp." Working with Dwayne 
was a real bond. It's kind of like working 
with a fraternity brother. He cares so 
much about what he's doing profession- 
ally, and ends up caring about all of the 
people around him personally. You feel 
like he's got your back. You work crazy 
hours. You work until 3 a.m., and then 
you get up, and you do it the next day. 

You can laugh on camera 
and off camera with 
him," Fickman said. 

Fickman credits much 
of his professional success 
to his SigEp experiences. 
"As odd as it may sound, I 
attribute what I have 
learned as a film director 
to being an officer in my 
chapter. We were con- 
stantly in the mode of 
decision making and 
planning. A lot of people 



never get the exposure to that type of 
leadership," Fickman said. "As a director, 
you walk out everyday and have 400 
people waiting for you to decide what to 
do next. They are looking to me for 
leadership." Fickman has to be able to 
make decisions quickly because "no two 
days in filming are ever alike," he 
explained. 

Passion and hard work are what will 
make people successful in the film 
industry, according to Fickman. "Upon 
graduation I put everything I owned in 
storage and moved out to Los Angeles to 
begin the process from square one. I had 
to meet people and work my way up the 
old fashioned way," Fickman recalled. 
"This is a really tough industry to get 
into, and you have to strive for longevity. 
It tends to eat the weaker people, not 
from a talent perspective, but because of 
those who don't have the ability to stick 
it out." 

Out of all the scripts, Fickman says that 
The Game Plan has really affected him 
most personally. "Kingman discovers that 
he has an eight-year-old daughter in this 
film. I have a 10-year-old son. Doing a 
movie about a dad and the connection he 
has with his child is special. In the film 
industry you spend a lot of time traveling, 
and you give up a lot of time with your 
family. It's hard, but you get to see the joy 
when you're finished." 
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Brother hikes Appalachian Trail

Jim Moody, Tennessee '68, had always 
thought about hiking the Appalachian 
Trail, but knew that if he was ever going 
to hike it, he needed to do it while he 
"still had knees." 

So, in late 2005, Moody decided that 
he would finally hike the trail. After 
months of preparing. Moody set out 
along the trail in March 2006. He started 
at Springer Mountain in Georgia, and 
completed the 2,175-mile trek in July at 
Mount Katahdin, Maine, 144 days after 
he set out. 

Moody started off his hike by himself 
but soon fell in with other hikers he met 
while camping at shelters and walking 
along the trail, gaining new friends and 
hiking partners. 

"One of the misconceptions about the 
AT is that, if you start off by yourself, 
you'll always be alone," Moody said. 
"The first week or two, I camped with at 
least a dozen other hikers. You might 
walk by yourself due to different paces, 
taking photos, resting uphill, but at 
night you all show up at the same 
shelter. During the second or third week, 
I hooked up with a guy about my age 
with whom I got along well, and we were 
together for a month or more." 

One hiker who traveled with Moody 
just happened to be a fellow SigEp 
brother, Nick Matus, Appalachian 
State '08. "He was always talking about 
Tennessee football. Eventually, he said

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that he tailgated with all his old 
brothers," Matus said. "Next thing you 
know, I realized I was hiking with one 
of my own in the middle of the North 
Carolina wilderness." 

Moody had a few other SigEp experi- 
ences along his hike. In eastern 
Pennsylvania, Bill EWng, Tennessee 
'68, who had graduated with Moody, 
housed him for a night and then drove 
him to Harrisburg so that he could catch 
a flight home for a wedding. He also 
stopped off the trail to visit the SigEp 
house at Dartmouth. 

Throughout the trip. Moody said he 
learned a lot about hiking on the trail, the 



bonds formed between hikers who meet 
along the way, and how the desire to 
finish the trail outlasts the frustration felt 
at tough moments during the hike. 

"There is no one toughest moment," 
he said. "I took some hard falls and a few 
face-plants, twisted my ankles, developed 
blisters, took several shots to the shins, 
walked in very cold winds and all-day 
rains, and endured battalions of hungry 
mosquitoes, deer flies and black flies. 
But if it was easy, it wouldn't mean much, 
would it?"

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Conquering mountains 
only the beginning

The common phrase is "Don't make mountains out of 
molehills," but for Todd Lew^is, SlU-Carbondale '94, 
it is the reverse: he has been making molehills of 
mountains since he first climbed to the base camp 
of Mount Everest. Lewis' story captures the core of 
the Balanced Man as a moving example of how goal-setting 
can enable a person to accomplish feats he might not see 
himself achieving. 

Lewis' life-changing story starts in 2000, behind a cubicle 
desk. At a sales conference, he heard NCAA and NFL Coach 
Lou Holtz speak. Coach Holtz told the crowd of his list of 108 
things to do before death, a list he had made while unemployed. 
At that moment, Holtz had completed 106 of the 108 items on 
the list. Lewis said, "I saw the other folks at the conference just 
shrug it off, but his words really had an impact on me." 

Taking Holtz's advice to heart, Lewis quit that company and 
began climbing and running. Since that fateful day, Lewis has 
climbed to Mount Kilimanjaro in Tanzania, and Mount Whitney 
in California. The 39-year-old has hiked portions of the Machu 
Pichu trail in Peru, and he ran with the bulls in Pamplona, Spain. 
Lewis credits the Fraternity for sparking a flame inside of him 
that burns to this day. As a junior at SlU-Carbondale, he 
trekked to Cedar Rapids, Iowa, to listen to past Grand President 
Jack Wheeler, North Texas '61, speak. Lewis recalled, "He told 
us, 'being a SigEp isn't a four-year obligation, it's a lifelong 
commitment.' It's so true. The Balanced Man concept has played 
a large role in my life."

For undergraduate brothers, Lewis' advice is simple: "Reach 
out to other brothers for advice. Make a list of what you want to 
accomplish, not only in your career but spiritually, or even just 
for enjoyment. No goal is too small. Keep that list with you and 
look at it daily." Brother Lewis is still setting and achieving his 
goals. A runner of 33 marathons, he hopes to complete 40 such 
races by June 18, 2008, his 40th birthday.

Armed with leadership skills that emerged during his under- 
graduate years, then developed over 30 years in public relations, 
JefFery Julin, Colorado '74, has been named to a one-year term 
as chair and CEO of the prestigious Public Relations Society of 
America (PRSA), the world's largest organization of public 
relations professionals. 

Building on his early leadership experience as rush chairman, 
social chairman, and secretary for Colorado Alpha, Julin worked 
his way to the top of the PRSA after serving terms as national 
director, secretary and treasurer. 

Julin plans to emphasize the importance of ethics during his 
tenure. He played a key role developing the current PRSA code 
of ethics. He echoed the values he learned as a SigEp in his 
agenda for the association. "PRSA advocates for standards, 
practices and ethics that emphasize the full range of public 



relations in creating respectful 
communications that honors all 
perspectives," Julin said. 

As leader of the 30,000- 
member association, Julin will 
be called upon to navigate a 
wide variety of issues during his 
tenure, a talent he honed during 
his Colorado days when he 
learned "how to negotiate 
through different agendas to 
reach beneficial goals," he said. 
Julin is president of a nation- 
ally recognized public relations 
firm, MGA Communications, based in Denver. He serves on 
the Denver Metro Chamber of Commerce's Public Affairs 
Council and sits on the Center for Bioethics and Humanities 
Advisory Board for the University of Colorado Denver Health 
and Science Center.

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while many college men struggle with the choice of joining a fraternity, Eric 
Stroud, Iowa State '06, remembers his decision to join Sigma Phi Epsilon being 
fairly easy. "SigEp's focus on academics as a Residential Learning Community 
(RLC) and connection to Iowa State through its faculty fellow. Dr. Yvonne 
Gentzler, were extremely impressive to me and my family," he recalled. 



Like many undergraduates today, 
Stroud entered college with lofty goals 
and a desire to be in a social environment 
that would significantly contribute to his 
personal success. He found this environ- 
ment in the Iowa Beta RLC. As a member 
of this chapter, Stroud was able to pack 
his college years with enjoyable and 
valuable experiences outside the class- 
room. Like many of his chapter brothers, 
Stroud insists that his achievements were 
possible because of Iowa Beta's Residential 
Learning Community and the close, 
beneficial relationship he developed with 
Dr. Gentzler as a result. 

Before graduating, Stroud was awarded 
a Jack Kent Cooke Graduate Scholarship 
valued at $50,000, which enabled him to 
attend the University of Pennsylvania's 
prestigious Graduate School of Architec- 
ture. Today he works at a world renown 
architecture firm based in London, 
Fosters and Partners. 



SigEp hoped and intended to produce 
this kind of result when it introduced 
the RLC concept to the fraternity world 
eight years ago. 

The impact of RLCs is 
loud and clear 

Iowa Beta is one of 40 chapters that 
have embraced the Residential Learning 
Community experience. Each of these 
chapters is raising the bar on its respective 
campus and, in the process, redefining 
what it means to be a fraternity. If you 
were in Atlanta, Ga., this past summer, 
perhaps you noticed that more than half of 
the Buchanan Cup recipients were RLCs. 

On average RLC chapters post a 3.22 
GPA, two tenths of a point higher than 
the all-SigEp average. Nearly all of them 
are ranked first in grades on their cam- 
puses. Similar distinctions are noticeable 
in areas of manpower and retention. 
RLCs average five more men than SigEp's

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average chapter size and are almost always 
first in manpower at their school. In 
keeping with the Sound Mind and 
Sound Body philosophy, RLCs are also 
leaders in campus intramurals each year. 

Statistics are telling, but it isn't the 
numbers that make the RLC so extraor- 
dinary. It's the success stories and special 
relationships that develop in the process; 
relationships built on mentorship, team- 
work, and achievement that can't be 
cultivated in the stereotypical fraternity. 
And, as it turns out, today's student 
needs these advantages more than ever. 

Ready or not, here they come 

A new type of student is entering 
college today. "Unlike the Gen-Xers and 
the Boomers, Millennials have developed 
work characteristics and tendencies from 
doting parents, structured lives, and 
contact with diverse people," said Susan 
M. Heathfield, a human resources expert 
and author oi Managing Millennials. 
Heathfield is also quick to point out this 
generation's increased focus on academic 
and career success. 

Think of their high school experience: 
Millennials wake up at the same time as 
their parents, go to school from 8 a.m. 
to 3 p.m., go to varsity practice or club 
meetings from 3 p.m. to 5 or 6 p.m., 
come home, eat and do homework until 
bedtime. In this structured environment, 
Millennials find a virtual and personalized 
script, complete with clear expectations 
and support from teachers and coaches 
who want to ensure their success.

Community connections 
help IVIillennials adjust 

Colleges and universities across the 
country are responding accordingly. 
Many have already developed or 
planned for resource intensive, first-year 
and second-year experience programs 
that address challenges associated with a 
student's transition from high school to 
college. Some go even further by razing 
older, high-rise dormitories and replac- 
ing them with state-of-the-art living 
and learning communities. Across the 
board, higher education is advocating a 
more inter-personal academic experi- 
ence, one with more live-in advisors, 
more student-faculty interaction, and 
more learning opportunities outside of 
the classroom. 

These intimate academic environ- 
ments used to be the niche of college 
fraternities. Sadly, today's college frater- 
nity is more closely associated with 
liability than student development. The 
RLC is the exception and is SigEp's 
opportunity to reverse this trend and 
reestablish the relevance of the Ameri- 
can college fraternity. 

Building balanced leaders 

In the articles that follow, you will see 
obvious consistencies and a focus on the 
four components of an RLC. Each of

these components is independently 
beneficial, but when all four exist con- 
currently, SigEp is able to provide the 
structure, direction, stimulation and 
camaraderie that MiUennials crave. 
A Volunteer network of support: A 
supportive group of SigEp alumni and 
volunteers is the crux of a successful and 
sustainable RLC. Though this may 
sound fundamental to the success of 
any chapter, volunteers at an RLC 
chapter have a much more extensive 
agenda, as they are focused on the 
learning community's long-term, overall 
performance and relationship with the 
host institution. In the near term, these 
volunteers play the roles of mentor, 
programming consultant, property 
manager and visionary. 

While aware that MiUennials do not 
respond well to being told exactly what 
to do, many Alumni and Volunteer 
Corporations have recruited a resident 
scholar to join their network. Resident 
scholars are full-time graduate students 
who reside within a chapter facility, 
providing undergraduate members an 
easily accessible mentor. 



Continuous development: RLCs push 
hard to deliver well-rounded program- 
ming that is valuable, relevant and fun 
for each member, regardless of his age 
and tenure in the chapter. Through the 
RLC, Sound Mind and Sound Body is 
instilled as a lifelong pursuit. Because of 
their relationships with the university, 
through faculty and programming 
departments, RLCs are able to offer 
experiences that other chapters do not. 
Each year, more RLCs are partnering 
with university leadership offices, ath- 
letic offices, honors programs, and 
first-year experience programs. Sc 



irst-year experience programs, csome 
even offer for-credit courses to their 
members. With the help of a faculty 
fellow, many of these experiences are 
taking place in the chapter facility. 
Faculty fellow^ engagement: The con- 
nection between students and faculty is 
a crucial part of the collegiate learning 
experience. Too often, however, the 
educational process is put on hold when 
students leave the classroom. Though 
many colleges and universities are 
addressing this issue, there simply isn't 
enough structured programming out- 



What is a Residential Learning Community? 

SigEp's Residential Learning Community (RLC) chapters liave partnered witli tlieir 
college or university to bridge the gap between living and learning. Through the RLC 
experience, SigEps engage in a fun, healthy and dynamic undergraduate experience that 
challenges the negative stereotypes commonly associated with Greek life. 
RLC chapters share four key components: continuous development, volunteer support, 
faculty engagement, and a living learning environment. Today SigEp has 40 accredited 
RLC chapters and five that have begun the accreditation process. 
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side of scheduled class time. A SigEp 
faculty fellow is a member of the uni- 
versity faculty or support staff who 
brings this missing dynamic to the 
chapter. Simply put, faculty fellows are 
responsible for driving an RLC s develop- 
mental programming. Because of their 
relationship with the host institution, 
faculty fellows naturally become 
conduits to other campus resources 
such as departments, organizations 
or other faculty members. 
A living and learning environment 
The chapter facility at an RLC isn't 
your typical fraternity house. It provides 
the resources necessary to excel aca- 
demically and grow as a leader. As 
past National Scholarship Chairman 
Dr. U.G. Dubach once said, it is our 
responsibility to put young men in 
"an environment where it is easy to 
do right, and hard to do wrong." With 
the help of the Sigma Phi Epsilon 
Educational Foundation, we've seen 
chapters invest heavily in environments 
that make it easy to do what is right. 
Classrooms, libraries, study rooms, 
faculty fellow offices, resident scholar 
suites and even faculty fellow suites are 
key components of housing renovations 
and new constructions. In the past three 
years alone, RLCs and aspiring RLCs 
have invested over $12 million in 
capital improvements. 

When asked to describe the impact of 
the RLC on his chapter, former chapter 
president Matt Papa, South Florida 
'07j said, "We have been able to consis- 
tently target and recruit the best men 
on campus. Several years ago, I don't 
believe we could have sold some of our 
current members on SigEp. Now we're 
getting the best and keeping them 
around all four years." 

Recruiting and developing college 
men to impact an increasingly global 
and complicated society is the name of 
the game. And an RLC is just the sta- 
dium for it. It is my hope that reading 
these stories about your brothers in 
Maine, Nebraska and Iowa will make 
you want to begin creating a stadium 
on your campus.

Iowa Delta received its 
RLC status in 2003, only a 
few years after it was re- 
colonized. The number and 
diversity of activities within 
the RLC has varied over the 
years, but the chapter has 
always been known for 
hosting great speakers. 
"We have looked into the 
community to find local 
professionals who can relate 
to college students. We look 
for people who can supple- 
ment classroom learning 
with practical, real-life 
lessons and experiences," 
said Andrew Lemens, '09. 

Learning from the 
learned 

Speakers hosted by the 
chapter in the last year in- 
clude: Professor Andrew 
McFarland (the history of 
sports in American society) 
and Professor Clive Elliot 
(theater production). Re- 
cently elected student body 
president, Kevin Kuhle, '09, 
sees the RLC as more than 
learning. "I'm not only learn- 
ing great lessons from these 
speakers, but I am also mak- 
ing a life-long connection 
that will further my profes- 
sional career," Kuhle said.

Chester '77, visited the 
chapter house last fall to 
speak on risk management 
and what it means to be a 
fraternity man. Balanced 
Man Scholarship Banquets 
have been headlined by 
Etiquette Plus President 
"Mom Nonnie" Owens and 
National Leadership Com- 
mittee member Tom Barton, 
Loras '89.

The RLC has also been a 
place for brothers to learn 
from other brothers. The 
basement library is full every 
weeknight with members 
tutoring each other and 
working together on projects. 
Other times, brothers are 
teaching each other about 
things they're probably not 
taught in the classroom. 
Jewish members Mark 
Friedman, '08, and Matt 
Wolf, '12, have led brothers 
in a Passover Seder, complete 



with a full explanation of 
why it's important to their 
faith. "I thought this was a 
great opportunity to give 
brothers a chance to see 
what Judaism is all about," 
Friedman said. "Some people 
go through college without 
ever meeting anyone of 
our faith." 

Learning from 
resources 

Members have also used 
the RLC as a place to keep 
up with current events and 
the world around them. 
Through the SigEp Educa- 
tional Foundation, the 
chapter received a grant for 
the purchase of 20 one-year 
subscriptions to Newsweek 
magazine. Members partici- 
pating in the Newsweek study 
pick up the magazines on a 
regular basis and then meet 
weekly to discuss and debate 
topics of interest. 

Bringing in new 
members 

Visits from professors can 
be for more than just lec- 
tures. After speaking to 
members of the Sigma Chal- 
lenge, Faculty Fellow Dr. 
Deb Bishop joined the chap- 
ter for its meeting.

Discussion started on 
whether to extend an invita- 
tion to a potential recruit.

verdicts in Iowa. 

Learning where 
you live 

Drake's upcoming reno- 
vations present a great 
opportunity for the RLC. 
They include a high-tech, 
multi-purpose room, faculty 
fellow office, and improved 
ergonomic areas for studying. 
The chapter is also exploring 
a for-credit course taught in 
the facility to members — the 
first chapter at a private insti- 
tution to offer such courses. 

Credit or no credit, 
Micheli is proud of the 
direction the chapter is going 
with the RLC. "We have 
exciting things ahead. The

Re-chartered in 2002, SigEp at Maine set the record as the chapter to earn its charter faster 
than any other in SigEp history. In 2006, following some member development issues, the 
brothers of Maine Alpha needed something to pull everyone together with a common goal. 
They decided to work toward becoming a Residential Learning Community (RLC). 



"Buy-in from the entire chapter is key; 
they must go all the way or wait until the 
time is right," stated key volunteer Gustavo 
Burkett, '02. Maine Alpha became a dry 
house as its first order of business, and it has 
since grown to become the largest chapter on 
its campus with 57 men. While moving 
forward, the chapter dedicated a wing of its 
32-room house to have round-the-clock 
quiet time. This wing houses the library, 
which is the heart of their RLC. Since the 
RLC implementation, the chapter has 
performed at magna cum laude levels with 
a 3.48 GPA, up from a 2.88. They have 
balanced their academics with athletics, 
winning the university's Intramural Cup 
this year. 



Speaking about life in an RLC, Chapter 
President Owen McCarthy, '10, shared that 
when "waking up at 8 a.m., it isn't rare to see a 
few brothers playing a video game as you walk 
down the hall, or to see people working in the 
library. Walking into the library and seeing 
SigEps from freshman to senior working side 
by side makes me realize, 'Hey maybe I could 
be working a little harder.' I can't hide behind 
the excuse of, 'I'm too busy, I can't do all of 
this,' because the majority of the people who 
frequent the library live hectic lives. I believe if 
another brother can do it then I can do it. It is

Physically, the library has 
three bookshelves packed 
with second-hand editions 
of many of the university's 
programs, thanks to the 
director of the university 
bookstore. Dozens of books 
that can no longer be 
re-shelved, are fantastic 
resources for the chapter. 
Through the bookstore 
director, the chapter is pro- 
curing many texts through 
heads of departments, profes- 
sors, adjunct faculty and 
others. Typically used over 
19 hours a day, the library 
can accommodate 20 or 
more students. 

The resident scholar 

Aside from his standing 
office hours and tutoring 
sessions, the resident scholar 



frequently hosts study ses- 
sions for intro psychology 
classes, open to all students 
including non-SigEps in 
those classes. As the student 
body becomes accustomed to 
attending study sessions and 
recitations at the chapter 
facility, Maine Alpha is 
laying the foundation to host 
classes taught for credit in 
the library. Other key library 
features include two computers 
with online access that 
includes a catalog for all the 
reference material on the 
shelves, as well as academic 
files. All tests and pertinent 
material have been scanned, 
logged and stored on these 
computers. 

Maine's RLC has taken the 
lead in many university 
programs. Members play 
host for Faculty Dinners and 
Staff Recognition Nights that 
help bring the RLC message 
to key faculty. The faculty 
fellow aids in this effort

as upgrading the facility, 
recruiting men to buy into 
the approach, and spreading 
the news to the university 
community. 

The chapter was chal- 
lenged initially to find men 
dedicated to academic and 
career success who would 
also view the physical struc- 
ture of the facility as an 
instrument to achieve their 
goals. They saw recruitment 
gradually get easier, and it 
has improved to the point 
that men who already under- 
stand the RLC concept ask 
how they can join. Focused 
recruitment alone doesn't 
guarantee RLC success. It 
must be coupled with dedi- 
cated resident scholars and 
faculty fellows as well as the 
ability to reach out to other 
well established RLCs and 
Fleadquarters staff. 

From tough times to 
learning large, Maine has 
embraced the RLC to elevate 
the undergraduate experience 
for its brothers in a way that 
brings the university home. 
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The time had come. SigEp's Nebraska chapter was ready to reenergize its tradition as a top 
performing chapter and become a valued partner in higher education. On the cusp of 
significant progress in the fall of 2003, the chapter committed to becoming a Residential 
Learning Community (RLC). 



Some of its first steps were 
to recruit a faculty fellow and 
rethink its development 
program. The chapter began 
making significant renovations 
to its faciUty. They remod- 
eled a study room to create a 
multipurpose room for 
studying, meetings, faculty 
fellow office hours and, as of 
this semester, for-credit 
classes. This room now serves 
as the hub of RLC activity. 

Today, Nebraska Alpha is 
among the biggest and 
smartest on its campus with 
116 men and a 3.33 GPA. 
Consistently the university's 
Greek leader in intramurals, 
leadership, housing, and

local awards. Recently, 
thanks to the RLC's influ- 
ence, the chapter looks to 
lead the fraternity world in 
not just metrics, but inno- 
vation as well. 

From discourse to 
main course 

Nebraska Alpha's RLC 
focuses on exposing mem- 
bers to interesting and 
valuable conversations and 
activities that cultivate a base 
of relevant skills. Through 
experiential learning, leader- 
ship training, mentoring, 
and other activities, members 
adopt these skills as habits 



for balanced living. 

Five years of RLC develop- 
ment has provided the 
chapter a unique perspective. 
"We understand that the 
college scene will not exist 
forever, and that producing 
professionally developed and 
balanced men will serve the 
organization and its members 
well. Over time, we have 
expanded the breadth and 
organization of our mainstay 
events to integrate a range of 
vital experiences into one," 
said Chapter President 
Andrew Shields, '09. For 
example, Nebraska has hosted 
standard dinner exchanges 
with sororities to develop 
social etiquette and conversa-

tional skills, but even that has 
evolved. The chapter now 
hosts dinners v^ith several 
professors and the deans from 
each college on campus, 
modeling a long tradition 
present in the best British 
schools of learning, bonding 
and engaging over meals. 

With each dinner, mem- 
bers engage in intelligent 
conversation with their peers 
and mentors. These interac- 
tions have dramatically 
improved members' confi- 
dence in the classroom, 
professional interviews and 
social situations. "I learn a 
lot more about an issue and 
my own thoughts on it when 
I can talk about it here, in 
my own house, with teachers 
who really know their stuff," 
said Dane Ingebrigtson, '09. 
"I'm fairly certain that other 
Biology (Pre-Med) majors 
aren't having these types of 
conversations. This is just 
one more advantage I have 
over other UNL students 
because of SigEp." 

Bimonthly cooking classes 
bring in meal preparation as 
well to introduce different 
cultures and styles of cooking 
while building some handy 
life skills for healthy eating. A 
recent class featured Mexican 
cuisine, taught by Vice Chan- 
cellor of Student Affairs Juan 
Franco and his wife Elisa. 

Beyond the 
baccalaureate 

Professional development 
is a staple of Nebraska's 
programming. Resume 
writing workshops, and 
internship and career semi- 
nars are scheduled regularly. 
Students are also advised to 
"job shadow," a process 
where a member experiences a 
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day in the life of an alumnus 
at work. Business etiquette 
training polishes a member's 
professional presence. 



Grades, grades, grades 

Nebraska has beefed up its 
academic support and devel- 
opment by also recruiting a 
resident scholar, Andrew 
Faltin, '01, who has worked 
with the chapter for four 
years. He has degrees in law 
and higher education. This 
political science professor is 
an invaluable resource with 
his student development 
expertise and institutional 
knowledge. Faltin advises 
members on academics and 
helps upperclassmen in 
applying for graduate school. 

This spring. Faculty Fellow 
Dr. Deb Mullen and Flonors 
Program Director Dr. Patrice 
Berger taught the first class 
in the chapter house. The 
class, an honors credit course 
titled Issues in Contemporary 
Life and Leadership, provides 
members a unique academic 
opportunity to discuss ethics, 
terrorism, race and ethnicity, 
and relationship issues with 
brothers. 

New member focus 
on the horizon 

This fall, programming 
enhancements continue with 
an orientation for new mem- 
bers. The two-day event 
includes tours of campus, the 
first session of a new member 
class, new members intro- 
ductions to their academic 
mentors and their alumni 
mentors, and sign-ups for 
EDGE, the national 
Fraternity's new member 
program. 

The faculty fellow is creat- 
ing an academic skills course 



for new members during 
their first semester and 
exposing them to research, 
study abroad, and competi- 
tive scholarships. Coupled 
with regular academic check- 
ins with the resident scholar 
and faculty fellow, Nebraska 
expects the effort to improve 
new members' first year 
academic performance and 
enhance their own academic 
goals in their college careers. 

Measure and monitor 

Nebraska regularly evaluates 
its programs and support 
structure to find out what 
undergraduate members 
consider the most valuable, 
interesting and fun aspects of 
their RLC experiences. Feed- 
back comes from surveys and 
RLC class assessments, and 
the RLC chairman, resident 
scholar, and faculty fellow 
conduct annual program 
evaluations. The chapter is 
quick to adjust its approach 
to member development. 
Nate Dirks, '10, shares a 
sentiment that is common in 
the feedback: "These experi- 
ences have really added to 
my academic achievement. I 
thought a lot of the activities 
would be kind of boring, but 
I have really enjoyed them." 

Support network 
makes the difference 

In the late 1990s, 
Nebraska's network of sup- 
port consisted of an alumni 
board, a chapter counselor 
and a housemother. Chapter 
operations were left primarily 
to undergraduates with those 
few volunteers serving as 
available resources. Since 
then, the network has ex- 
panded to more than 40 
committed volunteers. The

chapter now relies on an 
advisory council, two chapter 
counselors, a faculty fellow, a 
resident scholar, and an 
alumni mentor for every new 
member. The council, mentors 
and faculty fellows are roles 
designed specifically to sustain 
the learning community 
structure. Undergraduates 
still drive the chapter, but the 
alumni presence keeps goals 
and initiatives moving long 
after any one class graduates. 

Advisory Council 

This group mentors the 
executive board on program- 
ming, operations, and 
planning and assists with 
officer transition and training. 
These alumni span the 
last several decades to give 
Nebraska a diversity of 
opinions and expertise to 
move the chapter forward. 

New member alumni mentors 

New members and their 
local alumni mentors are 
paired based on career inter- 
ests and meet regularly so the 
member has a resource for 
advice, a good story or a 
good meal. 

Faculty fellows 

Dr. Larry Routh, Director 
of Nebraska Career Services, 
the chapter's first faculty 
fellow, came in 2004 to 
accomplish two things: to 
help the chapter better serve 



its older members and to 
bring a university presence 
into the chapter house. 
To get there, Routh began 
providing career guidance 
during posted office hours 
and career development 
programming in the facility. 

The chapter saw a need 
to develop the learning 
community culture within 
the chapter. To address it. Dr. 
Deb Mullen, Associate Dean 
of the College of Education 
and Fluman Sciences, became 
the second faculty fellow. As 
a student development and 
learning community expert, 
Mullen holds weekly office 
hours, meets with chapter 
officers on a regular basis and 
advises the chapter. 

From strong to 
stronger 

Nebraska Alpha brought its 
existing strengths to bear on 
the Residential Learning 
Community model, using 
them to build an even stronger 
foundation for undergraduate 
success. Its expanded member 
development programming, 
enhanced volunteer network 
and solidified relationship 
with the university have 
created a powerful recipe for 
Building Balanced Leaders. 

And the building continues. 
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Zollie strikes again

Early in my first term as a

There were about 14 of us 
sitting around a conference 
room table, scarfing down 
turkey sandwiches in the 
25 spare minutes we found 
for lunch, and close to 
exhaling milk through our 
noses as we laughed at the 
college exploits of our 
cream of the crop seniors. 

Each of these kids had 
received a whopping 
scholarship of $500. 

In HoUyweird, $500 
usually means a nice lunch 
or a new pair of shoes. And 
I had walked into the room 
fully expecting sarcastic 



thanks for the diminutive 
size of our checks. I was 
dumbfounded by their 
response. 

To my left sat a kid whose 
father's heart attack was 
forcing him to drop out of 
school until our scholarship 
paid his overdue bill for 
tuition. To my right was the 
kid who was able to drop his 
second job, devote more 
time to his studies, and be 
accepted to med school. And 
at the end of the table sat the 
SigEp vs^ho had run out of 
resources to pay for his 
books... until his scholarship 
from Zollie came through. 

Around the room; the 
stories were all the same. 

And I felt humbled. 

To each of these kids, the 
funds that you have donated 
made a life changing impact. 

And it didn't take much. 

Not too long ago, I sat at 
the board meeting of another 
non-profit organization on 
which I am honored to serve. 
Ironically I have found that 
once it's discovered that you 
have some spare time and 
spare bucks (not necessarily 
in that order), you are 
recruited to serve on 
numerous boards. Personally, 
I believe that it's the least I 
can do . . . that we all can 



do... for the blessings we 
have enjoyed. Back to the 
story. At this board meeting 
we were discussing how to 
allocate funds to a number of 
schools with considerably 
different economic resources. 
After listening to an 
impassioned board member 
speak about how we should 
give more to the most 
disadvantaged, we heard an 
equally impassioned speech 
from a board member saying 
that his people weren't 
looking for a hand out, only 
a hand up.

Zollie and you... for 
that $500. 

None of them were looking 
for a hand out. 

All of them just wanted to 
thank us for a hand up. 

They were each facing 
what could have been 
insurmountable financial 
odds. And our $500 certainly 
was far from solving their 
financial woes. It did however 
give them that final shot of 
encouragement. It reminded 
them that they have 200,000 
brothers who care about 



them and their future. It 
reinforced their core beliefs 
that they are part of 
something much bigger 
than the party they throw 
on Graduation Night. 

I've cut back on those 
Hollywood lunches. And I 
really don't need another 
pair of shoes. What I do 
need is that feeling I get in 
my SigEp Heart when I 
instead send that $500 to a 
SigEp Scholarship Fund 
that offers a hand up to 
some kid struggling to 
make it to the last mile. 

Today I know that 
there is a young doctor, 
a businessman with 
principles, a high school 
teacher, and an internet 
wunderkind . . .because we 
were able to help with 
that vital 500 bucks.

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Shackouls' gift establishes Honors 
College at Mississippi State

In April 2006- Mississippi 
State University announced that 
Bobby Shackouls, Mississippi State 

'72 and his wife, Judy, endowed its 
honors college. With this $10 million 
gift, the oldest honors program in the 
state received the resources to provide 
a quality education to more than 
1,000 students. Today, the Judy and 
Bobby Shackouls Honors College 
has more honor courses, improved 
academic advising to honors students 
pursuing prestigious national scholar- 
ships and awards, and it maintains an 
average class size of 20 students per 
faculty. Opportunities abound for 
students to study alongside the 
university's leading researchers during 
trips to Europe, Australia, South 
America and the Caribbean, or to 
enjoy expanded programs for visiting 
scholars and speakers. 

This gift is one of many examples 
where SigEp alumni help advance 
the mission of higher education by 
endowing programs (see below). Several 
factors led to the Shackouls' gift. 
Shackouls applied his degree in chemi- 
cal engineering to the energy industry, 
eventually becoming chairman, 
president and CEO of Burlington 
Resources, an energy exploration and 
production company acquired by 



ConocoPhillips. When he retired in 
2006, he knew he wanted to make a gift 
to Mississippi State, and he wanted his 
gift to benefit the College of Engineer- 
ing. Since both the School of Chemical 
Engineering and the College of Engi- 
neering were already endowed, Nancy 
McCarley, director of the honors college, 
approached Shackouls about endowing 
the honors college. At the time its ad- 
ministrative offices were housed in an 
outdated residence on campus. When 
Shackouls learned that 70 percent of the 
students enrolled in the honors college 
were engineers, he saw a way to benefit 
his major. 

Shackouls attended the commence- 
ment for his youngest son at Clemson, 
and noticed something. As the announcer 
read the graduate names, he noted 
which students were members of 
Clemson's honors college and that they 
all graduated with academic distinction. 
As each name was called, Shackouls 
envisioned what this could do for his 
alma mater. 

In the fall of 2006, new residence 
halls were opened including living and 
learning space for the Judy and Bobby 
Shackouls Honors College. The honors 
college has a state-of-the-art facility to 
create the sense of home so vital to the 
experience. "The ability to live and 
study together while interacting daily

with the staff is invaluable. This inter- 
action with faculty and staff means 
the students don't have to make a 
special trip across campus to see 
them," said Shackouls. Naturally he is 
enthusiastic about SigEp's own version 
of an honors college: the Residential 
Learning Community. "I would love 
to have had that when I was in the 
chapter," he said. "We had around 
70 men back then, and it would've 
been another way to touch us; to 
enrich our education." 

What does the future hold for the 
honors college? An associate director 
has been hired, and the programs 
continue to improve.

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Alpha Leadership Grants fill gap 
for new and reemerging chapters

ew and rechartered chapters have 
I a young alumni base not yet able 
to fully support the chapter's education 
and leadership needs. When the first 
seniors graduate, a leadership void can 
result. The best way to prevent this is to 
educate more men and provide them 
with an opportunity to hone their 
leadership skills. 

Kent Hickman, Colorado '61, knew 
he wanted to give back to his home 
chapter which was close to rechartering 
after 12 years of dormancy. He consid- 
ered leaving a bequest in his will, but 
Hickman wanted to see the impact his 
gift would make. He felt an excellence 
award would be a fitting legacy, so he 
contacted the Educational Foundation 
to discuss creating a named scholarship. 
He was put in touch with fellow chapter 
brother and National Director Chris 
Bittman, Colorado '85, who suggested 
getting feedback from the key volunteers 
and undergraduates on how best to 
award this scholarship. 

Hickman established an endowment 
for the Alpha Achievement Scholarship, 
and then the undergraduates expressed a 
greater need for leadership training 
opportunities. Hickman's response? 




"Well, let's do that 
too!" The Alpha 
Leadership Grant 
program was born 
as a scholarship 
that is applied 
specifically to 
attending Leader- 
ship Continuum 
programs. This 
way, more men can 
be educated and 
provided with the 

leadership skills to have greater impact 
on their chapters. 

Hickman articulated two criteria an 
applicant must have to be considered for 
the Grant: demonstrated leadership 
potential and financial need. The initial 
Alpha Leadership Grants sent five SigEps 
to Conclave in Atlanta who would not 
have been able to attend otherwise. 
The recipients wrote essays describing 
their experience. Nick Cunningham, 
Colorado '10, commented, "Brother 
Hickman was the sole reason I was 
able to attend Conclave this past sum- 
mer. Our chapter is very young, with 
incredible potential from freshmen and 
sophomores. His grant allowed some of 
those new leaders to become involved in 
the future of our house." In February, 
three undergraduates attended the 2008 
Carlson Leadership Academy in San

Mateo, Calif, as Alpha grantees. 

Hickman was so impressed with the 
results he asked to help other chapters 
that could benefit from an Alpha Lead- 
ership Grant program. Near Hickman's 
home in northern Virginia, the 
Georgetown chapter was chartered in 
April, 2007. Unhke Colorado Alpha, 
SigEp was newly established on this 
campus, and the need for leadership 
and support was amplified. This Alpha 
Leadership Grant program enabled 1 
brothers to attend the 2008 Carlson 
Leadership Academy in Pittsburgh.

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Farr still close to higher education

David N. Farr, 
Wake Forest '77, is 
a busy man and a 
balanced man, and 
he is still in close 
touch with higher 
education 31 years 
after graduating. 
Farr is a son, 
brother, husband, 
father, community volunteer and leader, 
and donor to many causes. He is chair- 
man, chief executive officer and 
president of Fortune 115 electronics 
giant Emerson. Yet he found the time 
to chair the 2007 St. Louis United Way's 
record-breaking $68.8 million campaign. 
We and his wife, Lelia, have endowed a 
professorship in international economics 
at Wake Forest. I spoke with David Farr 
recently, and he offered some advice for 
today's college students: 

"The quality of education is so much 
better today," Farr said. "Grades are 
important, but so is what you learn and 
how you inter-relate with co-workers. 
Students need to learn to adapt to the 
global economy and to check their egos 
at the door. 

"They also need to make friends. The 
young people who succeed in the organi- 
zations I deal with are people who can 
relate well laterally as well as deal effec- 
tively with those under them on the 
ladder. As I observe it, everyone is gener- 
ally pretty good at dealing with the boss, 
but not always laterally or down an 
organization. 

"Students today need to think longer 
term. If they can communicate clearly 
about the future and where they want to 
go, that thought process tells me a lot 
about them. I also expect them to be 
able to make mature decisions about 
right and wrong. In this global environ- 
ment, as we work with many different 
people across cultures, they need to be 



patient and they need to develop ma- 
ture social skills." Farr added that he 
sees benefit to gaining real-world busi- 
ness experience before pursuing a 
postgraduate degree. "Do not go to 
business school right away. Go out and 
get some business experience scars first," 
he said with a smile. 

His deep insight and feeling for stu- 
dents and involvement with higher 
education is not just because his daugh- 
ter, Lindsey recently graduated from his 
alma mater, or because his 17-year-old 
son, Andrew, is considering where he 
will go to college. It is rooted in a 
strong belief in higher education that 
was passed down from his father. And it 
goes beyond the classroom. 

Farr's father worked for Corning for 
37 years — in the U.S. and England. 
"He taught us the importance of educa- 
tion and gave us a world view. He also 
wanted us to earn everything... to have 
a feeling for real life, so all his children 
had jobs." Farr also remembers his 
coaches who taught life lessons through 
challenges on the field of competition. 
He also credits his North Carolina Zeta 
chapter brothers for improving his 
social skills. "The Fraternity taught me 
to interact with different kinds of 
people — people outside of my major 
and outside of North Carolina and 
outside of my comfort zone. SigEp was 
different and challenging. You just 
could not sit there." 



he leaves the corporate world. This is 
beyond his current work with Teach for 
America, which is putting the best and 
brightest college graduates into chal- 
lenging schools that need innovative, 
younger teachers. 

Farr also actively recruits on colleges 
campuses, and enjoys the face-to-face 
interviews and interaction with college 
seniors. He requires all of Emerson's top 
executives to spend time on campus to 
help recruit the next generation of 
Emerson leadership. "It is important for 
us first to stay in touch and to find the 
people with a variety of skills, especially 
diversified interpersonal skills. Team 
building is as important as competition, 
and students must get that kind of 
experience outside the classroom." 

Emerson, under Farr's direction, 
works to improve these skills through 
leadership training and development 
classes, and he and his staff mentor 
their newest undergraduate and M BA 
employees. "There is an initial two-year 
process of testing and development," 
Farr said. "We need to see how they 
respond to different people and business 
situations over time." 

He has learned much in his 27 years 
with Emerson. His rise through 
Emerson's management ranks resulted 
in his selection as CEO by his predeces- 
sor and the board of directors in 2000. 
Emerson was named one of the 100 
Best Corporate Citizens in 2004, and is

Farr graduated with a degree in chem- 
istry, and he later received his MBA at 
Vanderbikin 1981. 

Higher education today is a priority 
for his time and money. He has taught 
classes at many universities all over the 
world, and he wants to teach more when

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City council shooting involves several SigEps

Two Fraternity brothers from 

different chapters in Missouri saw 
their lives become intertwined years 
later in a moment of tragedy and an 
act of heroism. 

Mike Swoboda, Missouri-RoUa '60, 
and John Hessel, Southeast Missouri 
State '74, are city officials in Kirkwood, 
Mo. Swoboda is Kirkwood's mayor and 
Hessel serves as the city attorney. On 
February 7, 2008, during a Kirkwood 
City Council meeting. Mayor Swoboda 
was shot twice in the head and critically 
wounded by a gunman who entered the 
council chambers and opened fire. The 
gunman killed five people, including 
two council members, a city worker, 
and two police officers. Witnesses stated 
that there would have been more victims 
had it not been for Hessel, who dis- 
tracted the assailant by throwing chairs 



at him until police arrived 
and eventually killed him. 
Hessel himself was one of 
the gunman's targets. "John 
will insist he is not a hero," 
noted Joe Hessel, Southeast 
Missouri State '78, John's 
chapter brother and blood 
brother. "He is a hero in my 
eyes and in the eyes of many 
who were there." 

Mayor Swoboda was 
released from the hospital in 
late March and is slowly but 
steadily recovering from his 
injuries. Prayers, phone calls, and visits 
have been abundant, especially from 
SigEps. Michael Kearney, Missouri- 
RoUa '61, who saw Swoboda recently, 
said that Swoboda was surprised that all 
the concern was for him — he was more 
concerned with the community's 
healing process than his own. "He 
talked about Kirkwood pulling together 




and building a stronger 
community. He was just 
coming back into his 
own and he was [fo- 
cused on] his beloved 
Kirkwood," said Kearney. 

John Hessel is also 
interested in helping the 
community heal. He has 
been vigorously cam- 
paigning to raise money 
for the families of those 
killed, and so far, dozens 
of funds have been set 
up to provide assistance. 
Joe Hessel noted, "As SigEps we all 
come to the help of our brothers in 
need, but it is important that we 
also try to help anyone in need."

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Washington State 
campaign builds 



After the Washington State chapter was 
closed in 2003, a core group of loyal alumni 
began developing a comprehensive plan 
to return Sigma Phi Epsilon to its place as a leading 
fraternity at Washington State University.

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After two years of careful planning 
and assessment, Washington Alpha's 
Alumni and Volunteer Corporation 
(AVC) determined that it needed to 
update the chapter house to improve 
the safety features and make the 
residence more competitive with 
other campus living options. 

In 2005, the AVC engaged 
Pennington & Company, a fraternity 
and sorority fund raising organization, 
to conduct a feasibility study and 
direct the Building World Class 
Leaders Campaign. To date, the 
campaign has raised $780,000, 
including the establishment of two 
endowed scholarships to encourage 
members to live the Balanced Man 
Ideal of Sound Mind and Sound Body. 
One scholarship is targeted to under- 
classmen while the other seeks to 
recognize exemplary upperclassmen 
who choose to reside in the chapter 



house and mentor younger members. 

With the success of the campaign, 
the chapter house has enhanced the 
chapter's new member recruitment 
and retention, as well as its academic 
performance. They have attracted the 
highest caliber young men on campus 
and now have a full chapter house with 
58 men and 85 SigEps at the university. 
Their GPA is 2.96 and consistently 
among the top five at Washington 
State. As early as this coming fall, they 
are seeking to have their WA Alpha 
Charter restored. The new president 
of IPC is one of their men, and 
another young brother was part of last 
summer's prestigious Tragos Quest to 
Greece. The national Praternity identi- 
fied Washington Alpha as one of the 
SigEp "breakout chapters" of the year. 
And the chapter recently won their 
second "Chapter Piome of the Year" 
award in a row. 



The AVC is very encouraged by 
the alumni and friends who have 
participated in the Building World 
Class Leaders Campaign. This effort 
is supported by Co-Chairmen Craig 
Dewey, '72, and Ken Christianson, 
'74, Pionorary Chairman John 
Chaplin, '63, and the campaign 
executive committee: Stanley Coe, '56, 
Bill Kirk Sr., '54, Rick Whitney, '74, 
Jim Rasmussen, '76, Cris Nielsen, '91, 
and Bill Kirk Jr., '92.
